WEDNESDAY 
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Over-Riding the President's 
Immigration! Veto. 


The vote in the Senate overriding the President's veto of the 


immigration bill was impressively large—72 to 18. It was en- 
tirely without partisan significance, and was so nearly a full poll 
of the Senate as to be an unmistakable expression of opinion in 
that body. The vote indicates the changed attitude of popular 
sentiment toward immigration. Ii is not an expression of Know 
Nothingism, but denotes a conviction that the country is too 
rapidly being overcrowded in certain districts by immigrants 
from Europe who are ignorant of our laws and institutions, who 
do not speak the English language, and who herd together in 
the large cities, creating new problems and aggravating old ones. 
In no sense is it an expression of hostility toward foreigners in 
general or particular. It is merely expressive of the opinion that 
immigrants are coming too fast, and that \ve should be more 
particular about letting them in-—not close the door entirely, but 
insist upon" conditions of entry which will diminish the stream 
and insure a higher quality in the portion allowed to flow in. 


Of the eighteen Senators who voted fcp sustain the President's 


veto seven are Democrats and one a Progressive. 
Lodge of 


Massachusetts made a strong Speech in favor of overriding the 
President's veto, and Penrose"voted with him. Lodge's argument 
in favor of the bill has a ring entirely different from the speeches 
Hoar and Dawes used to make in opposition to restricting -Chi- 
nese immigration. 


"I fail to understand why it is that the United States alone 


among nations is not thought to have the right that all nations 
have to say who shall come within its borders," said Senator 
Lodge. "It is the only country in the world where it is argued 
that people born in other countries who never have seen the 
United States are entitled to certain rights therein. 


"It is for the citizens of the United States to say who shall 


come into their country. That is a primary right. Still less do 
I understand the extreme opposition to requiring that a man 
shall be able to read before he enters the United States. We do 
not allow a man to become a part of our body politic unless he 
can read and write his name." 


Senator Williams, the Democratic leader, frankly stated that 


he "-was afraid of jgnorance, and pointed his meaning with an 
allusion to .the anarchistic elements-which manage to get through 
in spite of the restrictions in the existing laws. 


'A notable feature of the debate was the entire absence of 


hostile feeling toward foreigners. There was not the slightest 
exhibition of partisan bitterness. Some of the President's best 
friends and strongest supporters voted to override his veto. Ap- 
par,ently the vote was expressive of sincere conviction. The 
speeches had not>a tinge of bitterness toward the President. A 
brofed question vitally affecting the national welfare, calling for a 
humane aid enlightened consideration, was discussed in a broad 
and catholic spirit, and with a frankness and* good temper that 
was refreshing and heartening.

Apparently 


Huerta.'and Blanquet have some amicable understanding with 
Felix Diaz", but whether this is only a truce pending a definite 
settlement or a pooling of issues to carry out a program already 
•freed upon is not clear. 


There are others to be considered and placated—or crushed. 


Orogco and^Zapat# ,are yet to be taken into account. Also there 
is^ Vasquez Gomez, who has declared •'himself provisional, presi- 
dent of ^Mexico—what is to be done with him and his pretensions? 
Then, again, there is'General Trevino, cbmmander of the Federal 
forces in~No*thern Mexico. Trevino and.Orozco have been fight- 
ing 'eachr other, but they may join forces to fight the Huerta, 
Diaz, Blanquet coalition. 


So the- situation"is still very much clouded and disturbed. The 


understanding which the rival chiefs in-the City of Mexico have 
arrived at,*-while it has eliminated Madero—f or the present—may 
mean a continuation of the intestinal"war and not a suspension 
of hostilities. 


In the United States we are not concerned so much about who 


rules Mexico as we are about the" restoration of order and afford- 
ing protection to foreigners, especially American citizens, residing 
in the Mexican republic. We have no wish to meddle in the domes-1 
tic concerns of Mexico, but we insist that American citizens in f 
Mexico be Protected in thpir trwttv rights. Beyond that •"** v~v.« IL 


Widen Twelfth Street. 


Twelfth street should be widened from Fallon street to First 


avenue. When the street "was raised a few years ago it was in- 
tended to widen the roadway by twenty feet, but some dispute 
with respct to property rights prevented the street beingrwidened 
as intended. 


The situation is different now. There is no obstacle, physical 


or otherwise, to prevent Twelfth street being made as wide as 
was originally intended. The necessity for making the street 
wider is greater now than it was then. An increasing press of 
traffic passes over it, and the need for a wider roadway grows 
each day. By extending it twenty feet on the south side the 
pressure will be relieved and the danger of collisions very much 
lessened. 


The improvement suggested jvill not cost much. The city 


owns the land, and the Council has_ only to order the street 
widened. What objection is there to it? 
o£ widening is overwhelming, and the benefits are so large in 
comparison with the cost that THE TRIBUNE cannot see why 
the Commissiosers should hesitate. If Twelfth street is ever to

An Unredressed Injustice. 


After « thorough investigation of the matter, the Grand Jury 


has reported that the only foundation for the Nilea canyon mur- 
der mystery, socalled, is an apocryphal story of'a deathbed com- 
munication told by a vengeful old woman and utilized by others 
to punish political enemies. The officers of.'-the law-who have 
been accused of conniving at the concealment of a capital crime 
are completely exonerated, and the pernicious activity of a 
meddling private detective properly rebuked But the report does 
not do full justice to the outrage inflicted upon R. C. Rudge, the 
marine, who has been harried by this same private detective for 
no adequate reason that has yet been developed. Twice -Rudge 
was arrested on a charge of murder made by word of mouth by 
a private detective having no legal authority whatever. He was 
made to suffer repeatedly an ignominous experience 'Without 
lawful warrant. 


Who employed Markley, the officious private detective, has 


never transpired. 
He was agent of parties in the background 


who had private axes to grind. Rudge, who seems to be a clean- 
cut young fellow, has a just right to complain of the way he has 
been treated. He has a record of honorable service in the United 
States navy, and it is a shame that he was hounded and published 
to the world as a murder suspect by-an irresponsible individual 
who had taken upon himself the administration of the criminal 
law in Alameda county. In this case the machinery of'the law 
has been used "by persons not authorized to use it, and for pur- 
poses the law does not sanction. Apparently Markley's employers 
were willing to see an innocent man hanged if they could thereby 
blacken the reputations of the officials who had incurred their 
displeasure. Which is not uncommon where private individuals 
assume to administer justice.

TRIBUTE is PAID TO DEAD POET 


MAYOR EDWARD ROBESOX TAYLOR of San Francisco, 
himself the author of many poems, expressed regret at the passing ot 
Joaquin MiMer, saying that a picturesque figure and at the same time 
a great poet, had been lost to California. 


(By EDWARD ROBESOX TAYLOK.) 


ITI the death of Joaquin Miller a 


picturesque figure has been lost to the 
sight of man. but such figures do not 
die, even as to this earth. In any true 
sense. I had no personal acquaintance 
with him, yet I ha.\e his books—all 
of them—in my library. I go to them 
from time to time as I feel in the 
mood, and when I am reading him I 
feel that I arn in intimate relation 
•with him, even more than if he were 
in the room talking to me. 


The best that such men lea\e be- 


hind them has the dew of immortality 
upon it, ana will refresh from time to 
time every generation. I remember 
perfectly well Joaquin Miller's first 
volume, and to me it was a great de- 
light I certainly looked on him then 
as a great poet, and every volume of 
his I bougHt a& It Was published, in- 
cluding the recently published edition 
of his works gotten out but a short 
time ago. 


Since my early impression ot Miller 
I ha\e found reason to abate some- 
what of the high estimation I placed 
on him at first, but this necessarily 
results in every caite of high achieve- 
ment. "We nearly always overestimate 
that which is near and beyond the or- 
dinary; it is only time, which is the 
great coiTecter as it is the great heal- 
er, that enables us to see things in 
their proper proportions and without 
undue exaggeration. 


Joaquin Miller's work partakes of 


two poets who are the antipodes of 
each other, Syron and Swinburne, and 


that which is nearer Bjron. in my 
estimation, is the better of the two. 
Yet Millers work is in the mam high- 
ly individual and highly poetic. The 
best of it undoubtedly will go down 
through the ages along with the best 
of every poet. 


In one respect it may be said, and 
that I am certain without exaggera- 
tion, that his verse, of one particular 
form at least, is the best in that form, 
theie 13 In English literature.
